To determine the amount of Ibcoqu 
eligible for deferment, a producer nut 
first determine the average a incut 
received per head and multiply thfa 
figure by the excess number of head 
sold due to drought. 

Whon livestock kept for breeding, 
draft or dairy purposes are sold orn- 
changed solely because of drought, tin 
sale or exchange is considered an la- 
voluntary conversion. 

A rancher may elect lo postpone 
taxes on any gains from sales of 
breeding livestock if replaced with 
livestock of like kind within two ywi 
from the close of the year In which the 
gain was realized, Pena explains. Til 
on the gain may ho postponed on tb 
number sold in excess of tho usual prac¬ 
tice. Losses resulting from sales w 
deductible in the year they w«« sus¬ 
tained. 

Pena suys the tax return for thajui 
or sale should include (1) evidence d 
drought, (2) amount of gain reaM. 
and (3) number and kind aold-or repUe- 
ed. 

Tax returns for tho replace meat yaw 
should include (1) replacement purchis 
price, (2) number and kind cj 
replacements, ami (3) eosl 
replacements. Cost of replacewd 
livestock must equal or exceed pro¬ 
ceeds of livestock sold due to drought.

Caribbean Nation 
Kills All Its Hogs 

They've killed every single hog in the 
Dominican Republic. 

This small Caribbean country of 6.1 
million people haa become the major 
battleground In the fight against 
African swine fover in the Western 
Hemisphere, according to U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture veterinarians. 

To free itself of this costly swino 
disease, the Dominican Republic has 
now eliminated its entire swine popula¬ 
tion as a prelude to restocking with 
healthy pigs, saya llSDA'a Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection Service — the 
agency responsible for animal disease 
control In this country. 

Pigs have always played a critical 
roic in the fives of the Dominicans. 
Besides regular commercial production 
for domestic uao and exports, nearly all 
rural families keep a few animals — for 
daily use, the traditional Christmas 
roaal pig or for quick cash. These hogs 
are usually kept in rural families' 
backyards or run loose ia 
neighborhoods — converting practical¬ 
ly any food available into protein. 

However, in the spring of 1978, pip 
began dying mysteriously. And as is 
common when 'African a wine fever 
enters a new location, the disease was 
mistaken for hog cholera. An intensive

vaccination program followed, but it 
soon became evident that vaccinated 
pfgs were dying as quickly as non- 
vaccloated pigs. Veterinarians diagnos¬ 
ed African swine fever in July 1978. 

But by then the disease had spread 
acrosa the country. Meanwhile, the ef¬ 
fects of the virus had changed. It was 
killing fewer pigs but survivors were 
weak and poorer producers of protein. 

Government officials discussed many 
alternative plans for eradicating the 
disease but cost-benefit studies favored 
eliminating all the pigs as the least ex¬ 
pensive eradication procedure with the 
highest probability of success. 

So the government made the decision 
— unique in the history of .Western 
Hemisphere — to eliminate an entire 
domestic animal b pedes and start fresh 
with new swine, bee of African swine 
fever and many other diseases. 

"By February of 1980 tho entire 
swine population in the eastoro part of 
the Dominican Republic had been 
destroyed," said Saul Wilson, USDA'a 
chief technical advisor to the Do m inican 
Republic's African awine fever eradica¬ 
tion program. 

“President Antonio Guzman extend¬ 
ed the campaign to the entier country 
and all remaining awine were killed by 
September, 1 ' Wilson said. 

“We had to win the cooperation of 
the rural population, so the Dominican 
government launched a major public in¬ 
formation effort to tell farmers they

would receive a fair price for their hogs 
that were to be destroyed," Wilson 
said. 

Farmers had the option of slaughter¬ 
ing their pigs on-the-spot for family con¬ 
sumption or being paid money. Meat 
from hogs that have African swine 
fever is not harmful to humanB who eat 
it, Wilson said. 

"The government distributed poultry 
to help feed rural families during the 
time before they could reintroduce 
dlaesse-free awine," he said. “Extension 
veterinarians gave rural groups lec¬ 
tures and demonstrations to help them 
learn to manage poultry." 

After pfgs were killed, the area must 
go through a three-month waiting 
period to make sure the virus has been 
destroyed, Wilson said. 

“Then susceptible Bwine from the 
United States are introduced aa 'sen¬ 
tinels' to test whether the virus is still 
present," Wilson said. "If the sentinel 
pigs remain healthy for three months, 
the government will begin restocking 
with new pigs. So far, two shipments of 
healthy U.S. pigs have been placed as 
sentinels in the eastern 'pilot' region of 
the country. None have shown any 
Bymptoms of African swine fever." 

Countrywide, the process of no pigs, 
sentinel pigs and gradual restocking 
will take close to a year, Wilson said.
